AMERICANS FOR TAX REFORM 

TO: The Recorder of Deeds, D.C. 
Washington, D.C. 

We the undersigned natural persons of the age of twenty- 
one years or more, acting as incorporators of a corporation, 
adopt the following Articles of Incorporation for such corpora- 
tion pursuant to the District of Columbia Nonprofit Corporation 
Act: 

FIRST: The name of the corporation is Americans for Tax 
Reform. 

SECOND: The period of duration is perpetual. 

THIRD: The purpose for which this corporation is orga- 
nized and operated shall be to engage in such charitable, sci- 
entific, educational, and political activities relating to tax 
reform as may qualify it as exempt from federal tax under sec- 
tion 501(c)(4) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as 
amended, or the corresponding provision of any future United 
States internal revenue law. 

FOURTH : The corporation is to have no voting members, bu: 
may, at the discretion of the Board of Directors, have asso- 
ciate members, who shall have no vote. 

FIFTH: The Board of Directors shall be selected as pro- 
vided in the Bylaws.

SIXTH: No part of the net earnings of the corporation 
shall inure to the benefit of or be distributable to its direc

cle Third hereof. The Corporation's purposes shall be pursued 
wholly without partisanship, and the corporation shall not par- 
ticipate in, or intervene in (including the publishing or dis- 
tribution of statements), any political campaign on behalf of 
any candidate for public office, nor engage in any partisan ac- 
tivity.

ARTICLE I 



Pu rposes 



Americans for Tax Reform (the "Corporation") is organized 
for such charitable, scientific, educational and political pur- 
poses relating to tax reform as may qualify it as exempt from 
federal tax under section 501(c)(4) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as amended, or the corresponding provision of any 
future United States internal revenue law. The corporation' s

Article SEVENTH of the Articles of Incorporation of ATR
